And this high 
purpose should have been carried out by 
those intrusted with the Administrate 
There was but one rightful sequence, 1:

\.^s to confer upon the inhabitants t 
greatest of all political rights— that 
free and independent government. The 
opportunity was then offered, as n 
before in all history, to vindicate to the 
world the strength, the grandeur, the 
tieneficence, and humanity of our insti- 
tutions, and recommend them to the in- 



gard the fundamental principles of 
Government, the teachings and admoni- 
tions of its great founders, and every con 
sideration of wisdom, peace and safety. 
It was the greatest political mistake of 
any age. It was worse than a blunder; it

Farmers. Read Result of African 
War. 

The terrible drain of the South 
African war has forced the British 
ministry to resort to the taxing of 
wheat and other grain imports, 

which will directly effect the export 

trade in such articles from the 
United States. Our exporte of 
wheat to the United Kingdom for 
the past year ended June 80, 1901, 
amounted to 78,574,7«J bushels. 
This is equal to 30,187,876 hundred- 
weight of 112 pounds each. At 
three pence, or six cents por hun- 
dred weight equivalent to three 
cents per bushel, this would be a 
tola! duty payment equal to|2,857,< 
242. But we also exported to the 
United Kingdom 10,864,678 barrels 
of flour, which is to be taxed at five 
pence, or ten cents per hundred- 
weight. To the United Kingdom 
e also sent 7I»,844,843 bushels of 
>rn, which under the new budget, 
/stem, will pay six cents per hun- 
redweight. The tendency of the 

I wheat here, thus making 1 our 
heat growers pay a part of the 
cost of the Boer war, which in three 
years has run up to 1886,000,000 
The totai deficit for the BrltUb 
budget for •' year is estimated

Last year the chancellor put a tax 
on Sugar and increased the income 
tax two pence on the pound. This 
year he adds the grain duties, in- 
creases the stamp duties and raises 
the income tax another penny in the 
pound, making it now fifteen pence.
